Later crops, and heavy main 
crops can be grown on heavier clay 
soils, bnt such soils are most difficult 
to prepare and are often- poorly 
drained. A light clay loam or a sandy 
loam will best suit the strawberry and 
the finest crops are producedr on sells 
of these types.
